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Apparatus and method therefor, for planting plants from a^ 
propagation tray, located by locating means, with extracting 
means to pull out a plant from the propagation tray, and 
transporting it to a delivery means arranged to deliver the 
plant to the ground.

A planter assembly comprising a delivery belt arranged to 
convey vertically an extracted plant, said belt comprising 
two endless belts which are able to grip the foliage part of 
the extracted plant between them. 
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An automated planter adapted to remove a row of plants from 
a propagation tray and transport them to a delivery means 
comprising first and second conveyors arranged to deliver 
sequentially the row of plants to the ground. 
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
